Educator Suggests |.. 


‘Nuclear War 
Morality Group

Washington — (NC) — The 
establishment of an interna- | 
tional committee on the mor- | 
ality of nuclear war — made | 
up of prominent theologians, | 
scientists and international | 
law specialists — was suggested | 
here. ' 


Dr. Urban H. Fleege, an official | 
of the National Catholic Educa- | 
tional Association, made the 
recommendation. He also suggest- | 
ed that President Eisenhower ap- | 
point a “Nuclear War Morality | 
Committee” to plan an extended | 
study of the moral questions of | 
modern warfare through confer- | 
ences, workshops and panels. 


} 
Msgr. Francis J. Lally, Editor of | 
the Boston Pilot, Boston, had a) 
similar suggestion. He said a citi-| 
zens conference on a White House | 
level could gather scholars and | 
moral leaders for a discussion of 
the moral issues involved in mod- 
ern wartare. 


Jesuit Father R. Vekemans of 
Santiago, Chile, also called for 
some kind of meeting of “compe- 
tent moralists, government lead- 
ers, military leaders and scient- 
ists.” But he said “serious studies” 
on the questions should be made 
before such a meeting. | 


THE TWO PRIESTS and the 
NCEA official attended the Catho- 
lic Association for International 
Peace banquet at which Atomic 
Energy Commissioner Thomas E. 
Murray received the organization's 
peace award and gave an address 
on the moral problems of modern 
warfare. 


They were among persons in the 
audience to whom this reporter 
put this question: | 

How do you think the best — 
minds of the country could be 
encouraged to give serious con- 
sideration to the moral questions 
involved in preparing for, or 
waging a nuclear war? 


Dr. Fleege, who returned to the 
U.S. last month from the Philip- 
ines where he was chief of the 
JINESCO technical assistance mis- 
sion, suggested that Catholics 
might take the lead in the effort 
to get the country’s leaders to 
give. serious consideration to the 
moral problems of nuclear war.
